IF THEY'RE NEEDED 


List of Priorities Regula­ 
ting Discharge Dates 
Is Announced

WASHINGTON 
Aug. 19 - The 
war department said today it an­ 
ticipated that national guardsmen 
and selectee* would 
lie 
released 
from duty “after an 
average 
of 
about 18 months’ total active serv­ 
ice,” unless the International sit­ 
uation prevented. 
This would be the expected av­ 
erage, it. said, for those w'ho were 
not. released earlier because they 
fell into categories permitting it. 
New legislation permits helding 
the men as long as 30 months but 
the department said it hoped It, 
would not bt' necessary to keep any 
Individual now In training for the 
maximum term. 
2ii0,000 Due For Release 
Approximately 200.000 men will 
be due for release from Relive serv­ 
ice In 1941, the department said, 
pud In order that they may reach 
their homes prior to the Christ­ 
mas holidays, their release will be 
accomplished prior to Dec. IO? 
The department announced three 
priorities which would govern the 
release of guardsmen and selectees. 
Given first priority were depend­ 
ency and hardship cases. 
In sec­ 
ond plure were placed men 28 years 
of age or over on July I, 1941. They 
would 
be 
released 
regardless of 
their length of service but in the 
order in which their service began. 
Married men who desire discharge 
I it the end (Ot the originally set, 12 
; montta sch'lce were accorded their 
priority. 
President Roosevelt is empowered 
to extend the service of the army 
rank and file by 18 months under 
new legislation and most of those 
in uniform can expect to serve well 
past, the original 12 months. 
The 
legislation also authorized release 
from service of the men. 
May Re enlist 
Enlisted men of the regular army 
whose three-year term of service 
expires prior to Dec. 31 this year 
will be discharged unless they de­ 
sire to reenlist and are qualified 
to do so. 
Some time ago, instructions were 
Issued that soldiers in the regular 
army would not be allowed to re­ 
enlist unless they were non-com­ 
missioned officers or had demon­ 
strated an ability which would war­ 
rant their appointment as non­ 
commissioned officers 
or

they had specialist training.

I ts a common saying th at there 
are too m any laws 
We have so 
many now we can't keep track of 
them and the codes are cluttered 
with laws th at no longer observed 
or necessary. Periodically the legis­ 
latures have a sort of legal house­ 
cleaning when they 
go 
through 
:heir respective codes and lop off 
the dead laws. 
Even so, the total 
continues to grow. 
But there is one phase of the 
law in which there are too few 
rather 
than too m any laws. Tills 
has to do w ith public notices, also 
known as official or legal adver­ 
tising. Such a notice 
may have 
to do with public m atters like tile 
letting 
of a contract for a public 
improvement 
Again, it may con­ 
cern an individual m atter like an 
application for a license as a se­ 
curity salesman. 
There are m any 
variations. 
It Is reliably estim ated th a t in 
the 48 states there are about 20.000 
laws dealing with public notices in 


some form or other. 
W hile these 
laws, too, need occasional house­ 
cleaning. there are too few ra th e r 
th an too m any of them 
T he re a ­ 
sons are th a t as life becomes m ore 
complex it is im portant to safe­ 
guard the principle of giving no­ 
tice where private or public rights 
are concerned; th at 
new 
needs 
arise not covered by existing law; 
and th a t frequent efforts are m ade 
to weaken or circum vent p resen t 
provisions.

The underlying principle is a l­ 
most as old as the 
Anglo-F$xon 
peoples.

“Still assuming that this country 
does not become more seriously in­ 
volved in the international situ­ 
ation,” the department said, "it is 
anticipated that enlisted men of 
the national guard and selectees, 
other than the** for whom priori­ 
ties are announced, will be released 
from active duty after an average 
of about TS months’ total active 
service, some as early as 14 months. 
Tile actual period of service will 
depend upon the location of units, 
their schedule of preparation, and 
the assigned mission*. 
"Those enlisted men who are eli­ 
gible for release and who desire to 
remain on active duty beyond tile 
period of 12 months may do so, 
either by enlisting In the regular 
army for a period of three years or 
by extending on their own request 
their term of active service to the 
total of 30 months now authorized 
by law.” 
At another point, tile announce­ 
ment said It was hoped that it 
would not be necessary to hold in 
service any individual now in train­ 
ing for the toll term permissible. 
Officials said that Hie men eligible 
for release would be required to 
make personal application for dis­ 
charge to their commanding offi­ 
cers, in most cast® the company 
commander. 
In 
another step affecting 
the 
armed forces, Mr Roosevelt signed 
into law a measure doubling the 
bonus for immediate reenlistment 
of navy and marine corps personnel 
and providing that men who enlist 
In those branches hereafter may be 
held in service indefinitely during 
a national emergency of war. 
Sponsors explained that the pro­ 
visions 
for 
indeterminate service 
would not affect the tenure of men 
who previously had signed for a 
regular slx-vear tour of duty. But 
if they reenlisted, they might be 
retained in service for the duration 
of the emergency. 
To encourage reenlistments, con­ 
gress provided 
that 
the present 
bonus ranging from $25 to $50 per 
year of service be doubled for im­ 
mediate reenlistment. Thus a man 
who had served six years and had 
attained one of the top three pay 
grades would receive SHOO bonus ll 
he signed up within 24 hours of the 
completion of ills enlistment period, 
but only $300, the present rate, if 
he waited as long as 30 days to 
sign.
